A,ny dtlllculty 
In keeping the factories sufficiently 
warm, will be sure to cause difficul- 
ties, especially In many of those fac- 
tories which employ 
Cubans 
and 


Spaniards, who must be kept -worm 
If Ihey aro to do their best work. 
Complaints have already been mode 
In some quarters, but everybody Is 
making the best of 
the 
situation, 


which It Is hoped will be brought to 
an abrupt termination. 
An undeniable quietness prevails 


In New York retail trade. With tho 
possible exception of a few of the 
high grade establishments the slump 
Is general, and no reason can be as- 
signed for It unless It be tho coal 
strike. During the last week the de- 
pression In tluit city has been nolle-

Whether the market will 
resume Its normal condition after 
a little or whether the packers will 
hold off until the goods are all cured 
down and stripped remains to !be 
seen. A number of farmers have re- 
fused to sell their crops on the poles.
